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No Showers for Campers 
In State Parks This Year

SACRAMENTO,,Calif   The Division of Beaches and 
parks announced this week that Californians camping and 
trailering in state parks may have to do without such spe­ 
cial conveniences as showers, laundry rooms and swimming, 
due to restrictions placed on water facilities. 

Mt. Jacinto State Park|(Fresno - Madera Counties),
(Riverside Co.) will have no 
water. Although the camps 
will be open, visitors must 
bring their own water and 
should not rely on obtaining 
waiter in Idylwild, since that 
community has only enough 
to carry residents through the 
season.

Palomar Mountain State 
Park (San Diego Co.). antici­ 
pates a severe water shortage 
and before midsummer it is 
likely that only drinking 
water will be provided, with 
showers and sanitary conveni­ 
ences closed.

but it is hoped that suffieient 
water will be available for 
showers, drinking etc.

El Capitan Beach State 
Park (Santa Barbara Co.) will 
shut showers off early in the 
summer, with some restric- 
tions on use of restrooms. No 
cutoff of drinking and cooking 
water is expected.

This pattern of early clos­ 
ing down of showers and so 
forth is expected to extend 
all the way to the Oregon 
border, and persons planning 
trailering trips to the various 
state parks in Northern Cali-
